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New Hampshire Encased Coins 
Sam Allen LM-100 

Encased coins present a wonderful opportunity for collectors to combine numismatics and 
advertising in an affordable and historical way. While much has been written about encased 
coins, a comprehensive New Hampshire listing has not been developed. During the 1970’s, 
Wayne Rich drafted an excellent overview of New Hampshire exonumia which was published in 
the ftonagon . Unfortunately a listing of New Hampshire encased coins was not included as part 
of his extensive research. In 1999 the Association of Encased Collectors (ACE) published an 
initial list of New Hampshire encased coins developed by Dave Smith in their publication, the 
Encasement. While this list presented a good beginning, the need for a more complete 
reference still exists. This article will attempt to build on existing research and will hopefully 
prompt fellow collectors to contribute information leading to a more definitive list of known New 
Hampshire issues. 

Aluminum gained widespread use in the production of tokens and medals during the 1890’s due 
the ease of striking and its relative inexpensiveness. Many of the more popular die sinking and 
exonumia manufacturers of the day included such names as Whitehead and Hoag of Newark, 

NJ; Scwaab Stamp and Seal Co. of Milwaukee, Wl; and Scovill Manufacturing of Waterbury, CT. 
The Star Stamp Company of Manchester, NH advertised “ALUMINUM/ % /WEIGHT 
OF/SILVER/WILL NOT TARNISH” on the reverse of its token in 1899. Star Stamp had created 
and manufactured a variety of medals and badges for Manchester’s semi-centennial celebration 
in 1896 including the popular Pupil’s Chorus Medal and several of the official brass souvenir 
badges with a rare aluminum variety. 

Aluminum encased coins began to appear at the turn of the century and were popularized as 
inexpensive souvenirs of the Pan Am Expo of 1901 where President McKinley was shot This 
tradition carried forward to the 1904 St Louis World’s Fair. It was during this same period that 
advertising interest in aluminum encased cents began to grow through the 1970’s. Aluminum 
allowed for the creation of different shaped holders including the wishbone, kettle, horseshoe, 
round, heart, bell and teddy bear and the mass production of advertising slogans. Many 
featured reverse slogans of “Keep Me and Never Go Broke” or “Keep Me and You Will Have 
Good Luck”. Some were used as business cards and were actively marketed through such 
noteworthy salesman as Ernest Pierczyzinski or Earl “The Penny Man” Fankhauser. The 
philosophy behind the novelty was that people would not through away money and would keep 
the advertising piece. Perhaps the most collectible encased coins are associated with the 
Chevrolet advertising campaign in 1947 and 1948 with over 500 examples issued by local car 
dealers throughout the country. 

The earliest example of a New Hampshire encased coin was issued by the New City Hotel of 
Rochester in 1901. Rye Beach issued an encased souvenir in 1908. In 1919 the Public National 
Bank of Rochester issued a commemorative encased cent for the city’s 200“’ anniversary. 
Encased coins acquired new popularity in the 1950’s as tourist souvenirs and bank advertising. 
Many examples came from popular state attractions such as Benson’s Wild Animal Farm, The 
Flume, The Old Man of the Mountain and Rye Beach. Banks issuing encasements included the 
Merrimack County Savings Bank, Manchester Federal Savings and Loan Assn., The Suncook 
Bank and a Nashua 100 th commemorative issued by Indian Head National Bank in 1953. The 
New Hampshire Numismatic Association issued a rare S mintmark encased cent as a 
convention souvenir in 1969 . Merchants Bank, Santa’s Village and Rockingham Park represent 
issues from the 1970’s.

Some older 
ones appeal to stamp collectors also There was a lax on checks from 1862 to 1883 and 
sometimes the revenue stamp was printed on the check as on the 1 881 Ashuelot National 
Bank check shown It is the 2 cent orange stamp listed in Scott Catalog as RNGI. The 
state chartered Ashuelot Bank became the Ashuelot National Bank about 1 865 



The 1863 Cochecho Bank check was issued by the Dover bank still under state charter. 
It has the 2 cent blue "BANK CHECK" stamp listed as R. 5 bv Scott.
